Claims are allowable over the prior art because a testing device, specifically used 
for testing semiconductors having multiple digital to analog converters, which generates 
a set of sequential reference voltages and then sends these voltages, along with the 
integrated circuit output, to a comparator via differential amplifiers, to determine if the 
output falls within a specified range is not found, taught or suggested in the prior art of 
record.
